¢ Bylaws Update Committee

¢ ARRL Field Day 2020 

1. Tim N6GP reported this year was operated many from member’s home QTHs, with a few 
going portable in the field and going ‘mobiling’ to high locations. 

2. Ken reported that many members submitted their FD score to the ARRL — AND requesting 
“club recognition” of operating for benefit of OCARC identified as “Orange County ARC
